STRATEGIC 
CHINESE 
LAND GUARDED 
BY BRITISH 


L o n d o n , June 27. 
— 
Britain and France made 
known today a warning to 
Japan to keep hands off strat­ 
egic Chinese island of Hainan, 
off the south China Coast, and 
a pledge to act together to 
handle any “complications.” 
The two governments show­ 
ed bluntly that they were 
keeping jealous eyes on their 
interests in the Far East, de­ 
spite t h e i r pre-occupation 
with diplomatic troubles in 
Europe. 
Richard Austen Butler, un­ 
dersecretary for foreign af­ 
fairs, told the house of com­ 
mons of the warning, and a 
foreign office spokesman in Paris 
confirmed France’s readiness to 
stand with Britain. 
The two governments told Ja­ 
pan that if she persisted in a re­ 
ported intention to land troops on 
Hainan there would result “unde­ 
sirable complications” and 
that 
Britain and France would act as 
the circumstances demanded. 
Disclosed In Commons 
The disclosure was made in the 
commons as dispatches from Tok­ 
yo said the British ambassador, 
Sir Robert L. Craigie, spent a half 
hour today, discussing Anglo-Ja- 
panese relations with the Japan­ 
ese 
foreign 
minister, 
General 
Kazushige Ugaki. 
Hainan 
is 
directly 
opposite 
northern Franch Indo-China, and 
lies close to the route 
between 
Hongkong and Singapore, 
Brit- 
•In’s F ar Eastern strongholds. 
Chinese reported that Japanese 
troops tried on Sunday to land on 
the island but were repulsed by 
machine-gun fire. 
Butler’s disclosure to the com­ 
mons answered a question from 
Captain Alan Graham whether the 
government 
would 
assure 
the 
French they “will have the active 
assistance of his m ajesty’s 
gov­ 
ernment in any 
measures 
they 
may consider necessary in order 
to, restrain Japanese armed forces 
from endangering the security of 
French Indo-China by occupation 
of Hainan or adjacent islets?” 
Situation Is “Static” 
Butler said Tokyo had been in­ 
formed by the two governments 
that “they would regard any oc­ 
cupation of Hainan by the Japan­ 
ese forces as calculated to give 
rise to undesirable complications. 
Should any complications unfor­ 
tunately arise, his m ajesty’s gov­ 
ernment and the French govern­ 
ment would no doubt afford each 
other such support 
as 
appears 
warranted by the circumstances.” 
Diplomatic quarters in London 
refused to go beyond this. Paris 
emphasized that there was no con­ 
centration of 
French 
warships 
near Hainan, and said the situa­ 
tion was “static.”

Right To Arm Is 
Denied Ships By 
Prime Minister 


London, June 27 (ZF)— With a 
cautious refusal to promise any­ 
thing, 
Britain’s 
hard-pressed 
prime minister, Neville Chamber­ 
lain, turned back angry demands 
today that British merchant ships 
be armed to beat 
off 
attacking 
warplanes. 
Both opposition and supporting 
members In the house 
of 
com­ 
mons harried the 
spare, 
bushy- 
browed Chamberlain In a heated 
session after 
Spanish 
Insurgent 
planes blasted two more ships fly­ 
ing the Union Jack. 
Chamberlain promised his cri­ 
tics nothing and awaited the re­ 
turn of the 
British 
commercial 
agent, Sir Robert 
M. 
Hodgson, 
Britain's representative in insur­ 
gent Spain, who 
Is 
expected 
to 
bring a conciliatory explanation of 
such attacks from Generalissimo 
Franco. . 
It was possible that mounting 
British anger over 
repeated 
at­ 
tacks on 
British 
shipping— to­ 
day’s were the 68th 
and 
59th 
since 
the 
war 
started— might 
force Chamberlain 
to 
keep Sir 
Robert at home 
and 
sever 
the 
seml-dlplomatlc 
relations 
with 
Franco. 
Some quarters 
admitted 
that 
even Franco might be unable to 
curb the operations of his Ger­ 
man and Italian pilots and planes 
— men and equipment from two 
countries 
which 'Chamberlain Is 
doing his utmost to “appease.”

N o A nsw er C onies 
Unionist Robert A. Cary, who 
left government ra^ks to join the 
opposition clamor, failed to get a 
direct answer when he asked that 
the government either equip the 
freighters for anti-aircraft defense 
or inform shipping companies it 
would not interfere with such pro­ 
tection. 
Opposition Leader Clement R. 
A ttlee asked: 
“ May we gather by *be prime 
m inister’s answer that it is impos­ 
sible to fit anti-aircraft guns to 
British merchant ships now or at 
any time and so British merchant 
ships cannot be defended against 
aircraft in event of war?” 
“That’s not what I said,” Cham­ 
berlain snapped. “I did not say it 
is impossible. I said it could not 
be done effectively without struc­ 
tural alterations.” 
Spurred by the Barcelona gov­ 
ernm ent’s warning of possible far­ 
reaching reprisals 
for 
continued 
bombardment of civilian centers 
by insurgent planes, the govern­ 
ment sped plans for operation of 
a neutral commission of inquiry. 
London invited a fourth coun­ 
try— understood to be The Neth­ 
erlands— to participate, 
in

tion to Britain, Sweden and Nor­ 
way. The commission was set up 
to determine aerial bombardments 
in Spain are warranted by m ili­ 
tary objectives, when requested to 
investigate.

TWO COUNTRIES 
IS FRIENDLY 


Wilmington, Del., June 27 (ZP)— 
The United States 
and 
Sweden 
were tied today in new bonds of 
friendship. 
President Roosevelt and Prince 
Bertil of Sweden, dedicating a mon­ 
ument to America’s first Swedish 
colonists, while a steady rain fell, 
pledged continuation of the Swed- 
ish-Americau goodwill which has 
endured for a century and a half. 
"We shall be reminded of the 
unbroken 
friendship 
b e t w e e n 
Sweden and America by this mon­ 
ument,” the prince said as he pre­ 
sented the shaft, raised in honor 
of the handful of Swedes and Finns 
who sail up the Delaware in 1638. 
The 
president 
welcomed 
the 
Prince and Crown Princess Louise 
to the site where those colonists, 
led by Peter Minuit, landed three 
centuries ago to establish the first 
settlement in Delaware. •

Prince 
Gustaf 
Adolf, 
whose place 26-year-old Prince Ber­ 
til took, sent •‘regrets’’ from the mo­ 
torship Kungshoim that illness had 
kept him from the ceremonies. He 
will go to New York tomorrow for 
further examination.

A loudspeaker system carried the 
voice of the crown prince to an 
afternoon crowd in the center of 
Wilmington. 
“The ideals of freedom, of peace,

Washington, June 27. (JP)— 
President Roosevelt has sign­ 
ed the wage-hour bill, thereby 
giving the “go ahead” signal 
for a vast experiment in put­ 
ting a “floor” under pay rates 
and a “ceilinng” over hours. 
The signing was done with­ 
out fanfare Saturday, but was 
not a n n o u n c e d by White 
House officials until today. 
The act will go into opera­ 
tion October 24. On that date, 
officials said, some 
200,000 
persons receiving less than 25 
cents an hour are to have 
their pay increased 
to 
25 
cents. Whether any court 
fight over the act will delay its 
operation has yet to be determin­ 
ed, however. 
The 
act provides for the ap­ 
pointment of a wage-hour admin­ 
istrator, and well-informed offi­ 
cials said they expected the presi­ 
dent to fill this post before he 
starts on his trip to the west 
on 
j July 7. 
Applies To Interstate 
i 
The act applies to industries in 
interstate commence, with some 
exceptions. They will be required 
to pay a minimum wage of 25 
cents an hour during the 
first 
year after October 24. 
During the second year and five 
subsequent years the wage rate 
minimum will be 30 cents, and at 
the end of seven years after the 
act goes into effect, the flat mini­ 
mum will be 40. 
To place a ceiling over hours 
the measure provides a maximum 
work week of 44 hours the first 
year, 42 hours the second year, 
and 40 hours thereafter. 
The administrator is empower­ 
ed to set up industry committees 
to investigate wage conditions in 
various industries and to recom­ 
mend the payment of the highest 
minimum rates as soon as eco­ 
nomically justified. Thus, the 40- 
cent minimum might be reached 
in some industries in much less 
than seven years. 
Consider Conditions 
Experts 
in the labor depart­ 
ment, where 
the 
newly-created 
wage and hour division will be 
established, pointed out that the 
administration of the act and the 
recommendations for payment of 
the highest minimum wage w ill 
all revolve on the 
question 
of 
"economic feasibility.” 
In determining the highest feas­ 
ible minimum the industry com­ 
mittees, made up of representa­ 
tives of the public, employers and 
the employes, will consider com­ 
petitive 
conditions 
affected 
by 
transportation and living 
costs, 
comparable wages paid under col­ 
lective agreements, 
and 
volun­ 
tarily maintained minima. 
The 
measure 
also 
prohibits 
"oppressive child labor,” exempts 
some industries from wage and 
hour regulation, 
and 
provides 
payment of time and a half for 
overtime except in seasonal 
in­ 
dustries, where the work week 
may run to 56 hours. 
The estimate of 200,000 per­ 
sons to be affected by the mini­ 
mum wage provisions was made 
by tile bureau of labor statistics.

H E p attern of 
farm 
population 
has 
changed again In the last year, accord­ 
ing to th e an n u al survey m ade by the B u­ 
reau of A g ricultural Economics. 
A m eri­ 
ca ’s ru ra l population has alw ays shown a 
certain am o u n t of restlessness, b u t in past 
years trends w ere m o re specialised. 
F irst 
th e re was th e g rea t w estw ard 
m ovem ent 
which began even before th e W a r of the 
A m erican R evolution. 
F irst the A lleghen­ 
ies w ere crossed and th e Ohio Valley set­ 
tled in th e N orth, w hile farm ers from the 
States of th e South 
A tlantic 
Seaboard 
m oved Into 
Tennessee, 
A labam a, 
and 
Mississippi w ith deviations into K entucky 
and Mis|Ouri, b u t always the m ovem ent 
w as to the settin g sun. 
L a ter cam e th e days of the g reat trek s, 
th e covered w agon days w hen the Oregon 
T rail and th e S anta F e T rail lured settlers 
in search of free 
land. 
A 
generation 
m ig h t live in one S ta te b u t th e next 
one 
would follow th e gleam and move onw ard 
still farth er tow ard the pacific. 
Not only 
gold an d o th er rich m etals a ttracte d them ; 
th e free grazing land of th e 
fa r 
W est 
played their p art in th e general attraction. 
D uring the years of deep 
depression 
still an o th er phase w as 
entered 
upon. 
WMth unem ploym ent in the cities reaching 
alarm in g proportions, th e re was a sweep 
back to th e farm s. 
It was felt by h u n ­ 
d red s of thousands th a t they 
could 
a t 
least find food and shelter on 
th e 
old 
hom estead. 
D uring the period th e re oc­ 
curred som ething unprecedented in 
p re­ 
vious A m erican life: th e m ovem ent back 
to th e farm s exceeded th e m ovem ent 
to 
the cities. 
The loneliest farm seemed pre­ 
ferable to the loneliness of 
city 
b read ­ 
lines. 
Now the scene is changing anew b u t in 
a different m anner. 
T here 
a re 
m any 
moss cu rren ts and th e situation is differ­ 
ent in different p arts of th e country. 
The 
B ureau reports th a t approxim ately 1,160,- 
000 persons moved from farm s to cities 
and towns in the yast year. 
A gainst th at 
cu rre n t was a stream of 872.000 persons 
who moved from cities to farm s. 
W hile 
the net m igration aw ay from the 
farm s 
am ounted to 288,000 persons, to tal farm 
population did not decline. 
This was be­ 
cause of a su b stan tial excess of birth s over 
deaths in th e ru ra l regions. 
T he latest 
farm population figure show s 31,819,000 
as com pared with 31,729,000 in 1937. 
The recession which began in ea rn est in 
the au tu m n of 1937 was responsible for 
a heavy m ovem ent back to the farm s in 
th e N orthern and E astern States. 
T here 
is concentrated of th e industrial 
activity 
of the Nation and with th e g reat mills and 
factories w orking at a 
reduced 
speed, 
m any of the unem ployed 
w ent 
to 
the 
farm s. 
Another im portant factor in the c h a n g ­ 
ing pattern of farm population has 
been 
mechanization. 
During 
the 
depression 
years many farms were taken over u nder 
foreclosure proceedings and, in the Middle 
West especially, the re has been a g a t h ­ 
ering of small farms into large holdings 
run in some cases by corporations. 
Many 
former owners and many form er te nants 
have become farm laborers at wages. 
Mechanization has had a large part in 
this because it no longer is necessary 
to 
have men on the farm steads late 
iii 
tile 
evening and early in the morning to care 
for working stock, horses 
aud 
mules. 
These town dwelling farm ers 
sometimes 
have small garden patches in their yards 
where they supplement their 
subsistence 
by raising vegetables and fruits. 
Also these is the suitcase farmer. He is 
sn itinerant whose hom e is his suitcase 
and who moves from zone 
to 
zone 
for 
planting in the spring, cultivating in t he* 
sum m er, and harvesting later in the year 
He lias no permanent farm home 
save, 
perhaps, a broken down automobile with, 
sometimes a trailer, often homemade. 
The 1930 Census showed 
that 
one- 
seventh of the gainful workers on farms 
were not attached to the particular soil bx 
ownership or tenancy, but wert 
laborers 
living iii adjacent towns or itinerants. 
It 
is thought that the proportion 
of 
the 
American farm population belonging 
in 
this category lias increased since the last 
decennial census. 
Alsu there is a r c o 
r.rnup 
of 
rural 
dweller.- who no longer are down close to 
or upon the acres they one tilled 
getting 
livings as they can 
Reports 
of 
rebel 
indicate that th ere are many such on re­ 
lief. 
These can scarcely be counted as of 
‘he f a m i n g population; they may be rural 
dwellers but they do not farm. 
What is regarded as 
un fo rtu n ate 
is 
that the more sparsely 
populated 
la rm s 
are those w o rk 'd by day labor on a com­ 
mercial scale, 
while former farm ers 
are 
far more congested 
iii 
practically 
idle 
areas. 
The great American 
farm 
population 
still it immensely important, and it is not 
out of th e question thai some new m ove­ 
m en t will take place again changing 
th. 
pattern.

Straits Bridge Needed, 
Says Kennedy in Talk 
At Ferry Christening 


Tracing the 15-year history of 
the state ferry system and point­ 
ing to the growth of traffic at 
Straits of Mackinac each succeed­ 
ing year, G. 
Donald 
Kennedy, 
business manager 
of 
the 
state 
highway department, speaking at 
the christening of 
the 
"City of 
Munising" here Sunday, declared 
“a bridge is the only ultimately 
satisfactory solution to an ideal 
economic and social relationship 
between the people of these two 
peninsulas." 
Mr. Kennedy devoted most of 
bis address to a discussion of var­ 
ious phases of the tourist promo­ 
tion problem. 
His talk was as follows: 
"In the fifteenth year of state 
ferry service at 
the 
Straits 
of 
Mackinac we meet to christen the 
largest boat ever to be placed in 
operation between St. Ignace and 
Mackinac City. Before 1923, when 
road-promotion tours were spon­ 
sored in the Upper Peninsula, it 
was just as difficult to negotiate 
th eStraits as it was to travel over 
your sand and clay roads. Out of 
this hardship came a demand for 
better and a cheaper transporta­ 
tion between the two peninsulas. 
State Ferry in 1023 
"By 1923, this demand had so 
rrystalized that 
the 
legislature 
created a state ferry service as a 
function of the state highway de­ 
partment. In the same year the 
state purchased the Steamer Ariel, 
a small wooden boat plying be­ 
tween Detroit 
and 
Walkerville, 
with a capacity of only 20 auto­ 
mobiles. The Ariel had difficulty 
negotiating the rough waters of 
the Straits and it was sold in 1927 
to the Tort 
Huron-Sarnia 
ferry 
company. It is interesting to note 
that this vessel Is still being oper­ 
ating by the State Bridge Commis­ 
sion of Michigan as the Blue Wa­ 
ter 
International 
Bridge 
nears 
construction. 
"In the fall of 1923, the state 
purchased two 
boats 
from 
the 
Federal government 
which 
had 
been built for World war service. 
Re-christened the St. Ignace and 
Mackinaw City, these 
boats 
are 
«lill in operation today along with 
a third boat, the Straits of Mac­ 
kinac, which was built 
for 
the 
state 
highway 
department 
in 
1927. 
“Two years ago. the state high­ 
way department 
initiated 
direct 
operation of winter service at the 
Straits by leasing the ice crusher 
Sainte Marie. This boat was also 
employed In 
summer 
operation 
and has been used largely for the 
transportation 
of 
trucks 
and 
buses. 
"A year ago. the state highway 
department purchased the old Ann 
Arbor 4 from the railroad of the 
same name and rechristened it the 
“City of Cheboygan." With a ca­ 
pacity of 85 vehicles it has l>een 
the largest boat In the ferry fleet. 
Traffic InrrrassN 
Fifteen years is not a long span, 
yet the Straits of Mackinac has 
increased from 10,000 vehicles In 
1923 to nearly 275,000 last year. 
And despite the recession and un­ 
favorable 
earlv-season 
weather 
conditions, the traffic for the first 
five moaths of this year is only 
u of I per cent under that of last 
year. We still look for a slight in­ 
crease in the traffic this year. 
‘ Tomorrow we 
will 
add 
the 
"C ity of Munising" to the white 
fleet which 
has 
beep 
battling 
against odds to keep 
pare 
with 
the pver-increasing 
traffic 
prob­ 
lem at the Straits We have chos 
en 
a 
great 
name 
for this 
new 
boat. We had little difficulty a r ­ 
riving at this n a m e . it was virtu­ 
ally the unanimous choice of lead 
ers throughout the Upper Penin­ 
sula. 
As we christen 
the 
“ City 
of 
Munising." we suffer no illusion 
that it will solve the transporta­ 
tion problem at 
the 
Straits 
of 
Mackinac. At best, 
it 
Is 
only a 
temporary expedient until Michi­ 
gan builds its 
inevitable 
bridge 
linking its two great peninsulas. 
"Bridge Only f%olut‘«»n" 
"A bridge U the only ultimate 
ly satisfactory solution to au ideal 
economic and social 
relationship 
between the people of these two 
peninsulas. Much has been writ­ 
ten and spoken of the influence 
of the Straits upon the 
unit.' 
of 
our people It cannot be repeated 
too often. It is to the everlasting 
interest of our state to desire the 


closest bond of friendship and un­ 
derstanding between 
the 
Upper 
and Lower peninsulas. 
“Governor Murphy 
only 
this 
week has brought us reassuring 
news as to the national adminis­ 
tration's viewpoint on this magni­ 
ficent 
undertaking. 
S e n a t or 
Brown, who has 
been 
closer 
to 
this project than anyone else in 
Michigan, is just 
as 
reassuring. 
"So, despite the 
smug 
skepti­ 
cism of those who say it can’t he 
done, we who kuow this country 
and the earnestness of its people 
in this great undertaking, know 
that it can and will be done. And 
we know that Michigan 
will 
be 
united, finer, and more prosper­ 
ous state, once it is done. 
"This 339-foot 
queen 
of 
the 
Straits fleet, anchored in historic 
Little Bay de Noe, is something 
more than a physical medium of 
transportation. 
So is the Straits 
of Mackinac. We like to think of 
this whole ferry service as a sym­ 
bol and an accurate barometer of 
Michigan's great tourist industry. 
"Each year thousands of peo­ 
ple living beyond the borders of 
our state find a paradise in our 
great northland. Out of this pil­ 
grimage has grown a tourist in­ 
dustry that is second to none in 
the land. 
Yet, 
when we reflect 
upon the blessings that a Divine 
Providence has bestowed upon us, 
we conclude that we are still far 
short of 
the 
full 
potentialities 
that this Industry offers. We have 
merely scratched the surface. 
“ I think we all recognize the 
vision behind our highway devel­ 
opment 
program 
in 
northern 
Michigan today. From the start, 
Commissioner Van Wagoner has 
clearly understood 
(ho 
immense 
contribution that good highways 
and good 
highway 
service 
can 
make to the Michigan tourist and 
resort industry. And, he has not 
hesitated to act upon this under­ 
standing. 
"He has even dared to pioneer 
his way 
against 
criticism. 
We 
have seen highways relocated to 
bring them close to the blue wat­ 
ers of our Great l^ikes. We have 
watched the extension 
of 
good 
highways to our inland scenic re­ 
sorts. Tourist lodges 
have 
been 
erected that visitors might rest in 
an atmosphere of hospitality and 
cordiality and obtain complete in­ 
formation about our 
scenic 
at­ 
tractions. Thousands of picnic ta­ 
bles are placed along 
the 
road­ 
sides for the benefit of these tour 
Ists. Scores of roadside parks wit', 
their cool, refreshing springs are 
found in every section of Mich 
igan. Our highways lead through 
broad, timbered right-of-way. 
“These are not frills. They are 
paying dividends to the citizens of 
our state.

They are 
not only coming to Michigan in 
greater numbers but are returning 
with greater frequency. 
“The, greatest danger

of Michigan will sell it short. Ac- 


uistomed as we are to the beau­ 
ties that surround us,

^eem to grasp how much our blue 
water sand our trees mean to peo­ 
ple living in the arid sections of 
this country. We don't understand 
what a week-end along 
a

trout stream or In the virgin tim­ 
berlands means to an office work­ 
er In Detroit, Chicago or Cleve­ 
land. 
Scenery Is Valuable 
"Coupled w th this unapprecla- 
tlon is another danger to which 
private business 
must 
be 
more 
alert. Our tourists of today are 
not the hardy souls of their fa­ 
ther’s fathers. 
They want, along 
with this magnificent scenery, all 
the conveniences that 
they 
can 
get back home. They want good 
hotels or good tourist cabins with 
all tho comforts 
that 
go 
with 
them. 
And 
they want entertain­ 
ment. They arc un here for a good 
time. 
"Tho development of this tour­ 
ist industry Is not an exclusive re­ 
sponsibility for any one person or 
one organization In Michigan. It 
Is a part of good citizenship for 
all of us to do what we can. Nor 
should any one section of the state 
have an 
exclusive 
intsrest 
In 
building up this 
great 
Industry. 
Let us think behind In going from 
the state line on the south to the 
Keweenaw peninsula on the north. 
l^)t us reflect, too, on the com­ 
merce generated between various 
actions of our state by these tour­ 
ist dollars. 
" it la In this spirit that I tres­ 
pass beyond the usual Jurisdiction 
of the state highway department 
to offer a 
suggestion 
today 
for 
helping 
the 
tourist 
Industry of 
this north country. I do h o with 
complete realization that I might 
Invite criticism from those most 
intimately affected by the propos­ 
al. But it has such enduring po­ 
tentialities for good to this section 
of tho state that the risk is well 
worth while lf tho objective can 
be obtained. 
"A large section or our so-call­ 
ed tourist population up here in 
the summer Is comprised of Mich­ 
igan people. This is true despite 
the fact that far too many l^ower 
Michigan residents have never dis­ 
covered the beauties of the Straits 
country. 
"Starting with the first week in 
July thousands of Michigan fami­ 
lies came north 
to 
spend 
their 
summers. By the end of the month 
they are Joined by thousands of 
others suffering from hayfever in 
search of relief In this incompara­ 
ble climate of northern Michigan. 
"This vast population remains 
up here until Labor Day. Then, as 
one family, they swarm upon the 
highways of our state returning to 
their homes to put their children 
Into school. They bid a reluctant 
good-bye at a season of the year 
when the northland has lost none 
of its summer charm or appeal. 
They return to their 
homes 
In 
Lower Michigan where it Is still 
hot and their 
cool, 
refreshing 
summer vacation becomes only a 
vague memory in the reality of a 
September heat wave. 
Urge* I finger Vacation 
“The summer-long vacationists 
compete with the holiday motor­ 
ists on the highways of the state. 
Our roads are choked 
with 
the 
greatest traffic congestion of the 
year. 
And 
the 
headlines of the 
next morning repeat a tragic story 
of death and destruction on Mich­ 
igan highways. 
"Meanwhile, the resort business 
here In the north closes shop. Cot­ 
tages are boarded up. Summer ho­ 
tels lock their doors. 
"I commend 
this 
situation to 
the serious consideration of Mich­ 
igan educators. Theirs is the op­ 
portunity to increase the tourist

HEW TORK STOCK* 
(Last Baits)

New York, June 27 KJP)—The 
rousing stock market rally ran 
Into profit selling difficulties to­ 
day and leading issues shed frac­ 
tions to more than a point. 
There were many resistant spots 
throughout the list, however, in­ 
cluding aircrafts and specialties 
which managed to emerge with 
sizeable advances. 
On the whole, brokers thought, 
the list acted exceptionally well. 
Most had been looking for a larg­ 
er correctional set-back in view 
of last week’s upturn, one of the 
sharpest in many years. The fact 
that the Associated Press average 
of 60 issues was only off .5 of a 
point at 45 was seen as highly 
constructive. 
The dip in the average was due 
to the presence in this composite 
of a few shares that were down 
several points. 
Actually, of 907 
stocks traded, 401 were up, 343 
down and 163 unchanged. 
Modest recessions were widely 
distributed at the opening. A fast 
buying move got under way short­ 
ly thereafter and, for a while the 
ticker tape was as much as 4 min­ 
utes in arrears. Volume dwindled 
until just before the close when 
it expanded briskly under selling 
in steels and motors. 
Transfers 
totalled 2,105,840 
shares 
com­ 
pared with 2,290,540 last Friday. 
The wage-price problem was 
confusing holders of stocks in the 
steel group. 
It was reported in 
Wail Street that U. S. Steel would 
not press for wage cuts pending 
the possible jump in new orders 
for steel products in the wake of 
last week’s drastic price slashing. 
At the same time the American 
Iron & Steel Institute estimated 
another upturn in this week’s mill 
Dperations, the fourth consecutive 
week’s increase and the magazine 
“Steer' sounded a moderately op­ 
timistic note for the steel makers. 
Wall Street sentiment evidently 
was still buoyed by prospects busi­ 
ness would be spurred soon by the 
huge government spending pro­ 
gram. Inflation thinking was also 
present to some degree. 
Aviation issues had the benefit 
Df further signs that output and 
orders are running at the best 
levels in the industry’s history. 
Bonds were uneven, with strong

Farm reporters, selected by and 
under supervision of the county ag­ 
ricultural conservation committee, 
will begin a check of Delta county 
farms to determine the extent of 
cooperation with the provisions of 
the 1938 agricultural conservation 
program, Frank J. Brander, chair­ 
man of the Delta county commit 
tee, announced yesterday. 
These reporters will visit every 
farm in the county to

whether any person interested in 
all, or a share, of the crops or soil- 
building practices performed on the 
farm, wishes to participate in the

reporter will prepare a report for 
the farm, carefully verifying meas­ 
urement records of 
the 
various 
fields, or noting changes in field 
measurements or crop acreages 
that have occurred since the origin 
aal measurements were made, 
Report to Bo Given 
The farm operator and the farm 
reporter will visit and inspect all 
fields on the farm and Jointly meas 
tune the acreage. 
A complete re­ 
port of all the crop histories and 
the disposition made of the crops, 
or a description of the use made 
of the land, will be recorded on the 
farm report and sent to the county 
office. 
Information relative to the acre­ 
age of commercial vegetables grown 
(excluding potatoes where an allot­ 
ment is established), the number 
of milch cows producing milk, and 
a description of any soil-building 
practices will be included in the 
farm report. 
Only one check of performance 
will be made in 1938 unless addi­ 
tional soll-buildlng practices are 
carried out, or changes in land use 
are made which will affect the per­ 
formance under the 1938 agricul­ 
tural conservation program. Should 
any changes occur the farmer 
should notify the county committee 
in writing, so that further check of 
performance can be made. 
Brander said that all checking 
of compliance will be completed in 
Delta county by August 15, 1938.
